In claim 20, part (b), change "affect" to "inhibit". 

In claim 20, part (b), after "RNA polymerase activity" add "and thereby identifying 
an HCV RNA-dependent RNA polymerase inhibitor. 

Additionally it is noted that the title of the patent application has been changed to 
more accurately reflect the subject invention. The new title reads " Method for 
Identifying a HCV RNA-dependent RNA polymerase Inhibitor". 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: As stated in 
the reasons for allowance in this applications parent application, while the prior art 
(Tomei et al., Journal of Virology 67(7): 4017-4026, July 1993) teaches that the 
Hepatitis C virus (HCV) is considered to be the major etiologic agent of post-transfusion 
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non-A, non-B hepatitis and that the NS5 region of the HCV polyprotein contains a GDD 
sequence characteristic of an RNA-dependent RNA polymerase (RdRp), the prior art 
does not specifically teach that the NS5B protein produced is enzymatically active, and 
based on the evidence that the NS5 protein is cleaved into two smaller products of 47 
and 65 kDa, unlike that of flavivirus, there is not a reasonable expectation that the NS5b 
protein (p65, corresponding to SEQ ID NO; 1 from the HCV polyprotein) possesses 
RNA-dependent RNA polymerase activity.
